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meets  Utahns 


near  capacity  crowd,  the  largest 
political  gathering  ever'  held  in  Utah. 
The  speech  was  held  during  a  special 
session  of  the  Utah  Education 
Association  (UEA)  convention  now  in 
progress. 

Those  on  the  stand  with  the 
candidate  included  former  Sen.  Sam 
Ervin,  D-North  Carolina,  Elizabeth 
Vance,  member  of  the  National 
Democratic  Committee,  Gov.  Calvin 
Rampton,  Sen.  Frank  E.  (Ted)  Moss, 
and  Ted  Wilson,  mayor  of  Salt  Lake 
City. 

Carter  discussed  the  national  budget, 
the  current  tax  structure,  welfare, 
unemployment,  and  the  importance  of 
education. 

“We  Americans  are  fair  ...  we  don’t 
have  a  fair  tax  structure  .  .  .  it’s  a 
disgrace  to  the  human  race,”  he  said, 
and  called  for  a  comprehensive, 
all-inclusive  income  tax  reform.  Carter 
pledged  to  rid  the  system  of  the 
“secret,  special  loopholes”  designed  for 
the  rich. 

He  called  the  present  welfare  system 
anti-work  and  anti-family  saying  the 
provisions  of  welfare  encouraged 
fathers  to  leave  families  so  that  they 
might  receive  the  benefits.  He  promised 
to  remove  those  who  were  capable  of 
working  from  the  welfare  lists  and  also 


to  treat  those  who  could  not  work  with 
respect. 

Saying  that  he  had  worked  to 
maintain  a  balanced  budget  in  his  home 
life,  on  his  farm,  and  as  governor  of 
Georgia,  Carter  said,  “If  I’m  elected, 
and  I  intend  to  be,  before  the  first  four 
years  is  finished,  the  United  States 
budget  is  going  to  be  balanced.” 

He  also  referred  briefly  to  the 
previous  nights  debate  on  foreign 
policy  saying  he  had  “enjoyed  this  one 
much  mote  than  the  first.”  Carter  said 
U.S.  foreign  policy  should  be  “made 
into  something  to  be  proud”  of  and 
must  always  be  “truthful,  honest, 
compassionate  and  strong.” 

Speaking  primarily  to  the  members 
of  UEA  who  were  in  attendance  Carter 
spoke  of  his  experiences  with  the 
educational  system  in  Georgia.  He  said 
it  was  the  responsibility  of  educators 
and  administrators  to  deal  with 
children  as  individuals  to  help  those 
from  varying  backgrounds  to  “shape 
their  own  lives,  their  own  destinies.” 

He  also  said  there  was  a  need  for 
closer  correlation  between  the  analysis 
of  jobs  and  available  education  and 
quoted  an  unemployment  rate  among 
the  youth  of  the  country  at  20  per 
cent.

The  Automated  Language 
Processing  (ALP)  project  is 
doing  research  on  how  to  refine  ' 
computer  assisted  translation. 
The  primary  sponsor  of  the 
project  is  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
which  annually  translates 
approximately  17,000  pages  of 
English  text  into  more  than  50 
languages. 

An  English  text  is  entered  by 
an  operator  into  the  computer 
which  breaks  down  each 
sentence  into  words.  These 
words  are  then  shown  on  the 
computer  terminal  screen 
abcording  to  their  different 
meanings  and  usage.  The 
operator  then  has  to  determine 
which  meaning  is  most  correct 
for  the  desired  translation. 

“For  example,  the  word  ‘saw’ 
can  mean  a  tool,  past  tense  of 
the  word  to  see,  or  the  present 
tense  of  the  verb  to  saw,”  said 
Charles  D.  Bush,  spokesman  for 
the  project. 


Farm  products  cause 
wholesale  price  hike 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Wholesale 
prices  soared  nine-tenths  of  1  per  cent 
in  September,  the  sharpest  increase  in 
1 1  months,  due  primarily  to  higher 
costs  for  farm  products  and  a  broad 
of  industrial  goods,  the 
government  reported  Thursday. 

The  Labor  Department  report 
indicated  strong  inflationary  pressure 
in  the  economy,  and  was  certain  to 
provide  Democrat  Jimmy  Carter  and 
other  administration  critics  with  fresh 
ammunition  in  the  presidential 
campaign. 

President  Ford’s  economic  advisers 
were  concerned  that  today’s  statistics, 
as  well  as  some  yet  to  come  before  the 
Nov.  2  election,  would  increase  public 
anxiety  and  put  their  man  on  the 
defensive. 

The  September  increase  was  the 
largest  since  wholesale  prices  rose  1.1 
per  cent  last  October.  It  followed  a 
decline  of  one-tenth  of  1  per  cent  in 
August,  and  increases  which  averaged 
three-tenths  of  1  per  cent  in  the  three 
preceding  months. 

The  new  surge  in  prices  is  likely  to 
mean  higher  costs  ahead  for  consumers, 
since  changes  at  the  wholesale  level  are 
generally  followed  at  the  retail  level. 

The  increases  probably  will  be 


reflected  first  at  supermarket  counters, 
since  at  least  part  of  the  food  price 
hikes  at  the  farm  level  usually  are 
passed  along  to  shoppers  within  a  short 
time.

Clarify  problem 

In  Detroit,  before  he  heard  about 
Ford’s  Los  Angeles  speech,  Republican 
vice  presidential  candidate  Bob  Dole 
said  the  President’s  debate  remark  “presents 
some  problem”  and  he  hoped  Ford 
would  clarify  his  remarks.  Dole  said  the 
problem  was  not  serious  because  of 
Ford’s  long  record  of  support  for  the 
nations  of  Eastern  Europe.

Debate  hot  over  county  government 


Debate  over  the  proposed  change  in  Utah 
County  government  is  growing  hotter  with 
opponents  charging  the  new  form  of  county 
council  would  result  in  a  dictatorship. 

Proponents  argue  the  proposed  form  of 
government  would  encourage  development 
in  unincorporated  areas  and  would  provide  a 
balance  of  power  much  like  the  federal 
government. 

The  proposal  for  the  governmental  change 
is  on  the  general  election  ballot  in  Utah 
County.  If  adopted  by  voters,  it  would  take 
effect  next  July,  according  to  Verl  Stone, 
chairman  of  the  Utah  County  Board  of 
Commissioners. 

At  a  meeting  Thursday,  opponents  of  the 
proposed  measure,  including  many  county 
officials,  met  to  discuss  battle  plans  in  the 
weeks  remaining  before  the  Nov.  2  election. 

Commissioner  Stone  stated  in  an  interview 
Wednesday  that  he  felt  the  proposed  change 
would  not  be  as  good  as  what  Utah  County 
had  already. 

“I’m  quite  certain  that  I’m  not  going  to 
support  the  change  because  I  don’t  think 
that  it’ll  be  better  than  what  we  have  now,” 
he  said. 


The  proposal  would  disband  the  office  of 
County  Commissioner  and  create  a  county 
executive  and  a  part-time  county  council. 
The  council  and  the  executive  would  be 
elected. 

The  proposal  evolves  from  an  18-month 
study  of  Utah  County  government. 


Opponents  of  the  proposal  say  the  new 
system  would  create  a  dictatorship  that 
should  be  avoided. 

Meanwhile,  supporters  of  the  referendum 
say  that  the  change  would  provide  a 
separation  of  powers  similar  to  the  United 
States  government. 


According  to  Harrison  Conover,  county 
assessor,  the  county  government  is  not 
designed  to  function  like  federal 
government. 


in  unincorporated  areas,  saying  that  “I  feel 
without  exclusion  that  the  city  governments 
feel  that  this  urbanizing  of  unincorporated 
areas  shouldn’t  be  permitted.” 

County  commissioners  have  also  called  for 
a  legal  study  of  the  proposal  from  the 
County  Attorney’s  office. 

Proponents  of  the  measure  state  that  the 
legislature  provided  for  any  conflicts  in 
wording  or  law  caused  by  the  new  statue 
when  it  was  adopted. 

In  a  news  release  from  the  Committee  for 
Improvement  of  Utah  County  Government, 
they  said,  “Authorized  provisions  of  an 
optional  plan  duly  adopted  by  the  voters 
supersede  any  conflicting  provisons  of 
statutes,”  quoting  from  the  Utah  Code.

He  said  in  the  Thursday  meeting  that  the 
state  legislature  is  the  legislative  branch  of 
county  government. 

Commissioner  Stone  also  echoed  this 
sentiment,  saying  that  “I  believe  that  county 
government  has  just  a  little  different  form  of 
government  than  these  other  forms  (federal, 
state)  do.” . 

He  added  that  the  proposed  form  of 
government  would  encourage  development 


They  say  that  the  advantage  of  the  new 
proposal  would  be  to  provide  more 
leadership  for  the  county  on  behalf  of  its 
citizens. 

Stone,  however,  stated  that  it  is  possible 
that  the  proposed  form  would  be  more 
efficient  but  would  not  be  as  responsive  as 
the  present  form  of  government.

He  said  that  he  thought  that  the  County 
Commission  should  be  given  more  authority 
and  be  assigned  an  administrative  assistant  to 
guide  various  county  departments. 

Such  a  proposal  is  not  part  of  the  revision 
proposal  that  he  said  was  recommended  to 
the  Utah  Association  of  Counties. 

County  Treasurer  Stan  Walker  and 
Recorder  Nina  Reid  also  are  part  of  the 
committee  opposing  the  change.  The  offices 
of  both  would  be  threatened  by  the  change. 

“I,  for  one  know  that  the  people  of  Utah 
County  can’t  afford  this  type  of 
government,”  Walker  stated. 

Mrs.  Reid  is  a  co-chairman  of  the 
opposition  committee,  along  with  former 
Provo  City  Mayor  Verl  Dixon  and  James 
Hales,  director  of  the  Utah  County  Alcohol 
Recovery  Center.  Proponents  of  the  measure 
include  several  BYU  professors. 

The  proposal  will  be  published  in  local 
newspapers  prior  to  the  election.

NEW  YORK  -  A  color  copying  machine  that  has  been  used  to  counterfeit  U.S. 
currency  and  other  documents  has  become  a  growing  worry  for  government 
agencies  and  financial  companies. 

“The  problem  can  be  horrendous,”  said  Martial  Lester,  vice  president  of 
Jeffries  Banknote  Co.  of  Los  Angeles,  which  specializes  in  printing  financial 
material.  “It’s  an  area  we  are  very  concerned  about.” 

The  copier  is  the  Xerox  Corp.  Model  6500,  which  has  been  on  the  market  since 
May  1973. 


Investigators  seek  cause  of  Cuban  crash 


Utah  Gov.  Calvin  Rampton  has  proclaimed  the 
week  of  October  10-17  “Pedestrian  Safety  Week”  to 
acknowledge  the  progress  made  by  the  state  in 
.pedestrian  safety. 

State  and  Federal  governments  have  recognized  the 
need  to  emphasize  pedestrian  safety  when  planning 
new  highways  and  when  improving  old  highways. 

The  Utah  Legislature  passed  a  bill  this  year 
appropriating  $  1  million  to  the  Utah  Department  of 
Transportation  to  correct  pedestrian  hazards  along 
existing  state  highways. 

This  “Safe  Sidewalks”  bill  has  been  effective 
throughout  the  state  according  to  UDOT  director 
Blaine  Kay.  They  have  currently  used  about  60  per 
cent  of  the  appropriated  funds.

BRIDGETOWN,  Barbados  -  Investigators  sifted  through  debris  from  a  downed 
Cuban  jetliner  Thursday,  seeking  the  cause  of  an  explosion  that  ripped  through 
the  DC8  before  crashing  into  the  Caribbean  Sea,  killing  all  78  persons  aboard. 

The  Miami  Herald  reported  that  a  Spanish-speaking  man  telephoned  the 
newspaper  Wednesday  night  and  claimed  that  a  group  called  “El  Condor”  had 
placed  a  bomb  aboard  the  Cubana  Airlines  plane. 

The  anonymous  caller  said  the  attack  was  made  to  mark  the  Oct.  10 
anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  the  unsuccessful  1868  Cuban  revolution  against 
Spain. 

Ford  contract  approved  by  union  board 


DETROIT  —  The  tentative  settlement  of  the  Ford  strike  has  been  approved  by 
one  top-level  union  board,  but  it  must  be  okayed  by  a  second  before  the 
rank-and-file  gets  to  vote  on  it. 

If  the  three-year  agreement  is  approved  by  the  United  Auto  Workers’  National 
Ford  Council  it  then  goes  to  a  vote  at  the  99  Ford  bargaining  units  around  the 
country. 

Union  officials  have  said  they  would  not  disclose  terms  of  the  agreement  until 
after  the  council  took  action. 


New  Thai  ruler  declares  martial  law 
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BANGKOK,  Thailand  -  Thailand’s  new  military  ruler  clamped  the  iron  band 
of  martial  law  on  Bangkok’s  blood-stained  streets  Thursday,  arresting  3,000 
students  in  the  wake  of  clashes  that  left  at  least  26  persons  dead  and  180 
wounded. 

Strict  controls  were  imposed  on  the  local  press,  gatherings  of  more  than  five 
persons  were  prohibited  and  soldiers  stood  guard  at  some  public  buildings  as 
Sangad  Chalwyu  sought  to  bring  the  country  under  his  control.

When  the  panel’s  previous  meeting  concluded  two  the  dam  on  the  right  side,  where 
months  ago,  one  of  the  five  hypotheses  for  the  failure  -r  J  1 
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e-third  section 
of  the  earthen  dam  collapsed,  has  been  excavated 
down  five  feet  at  a  time,  inspected,  and  samples  taken 
for  laboratories  in  four  states,  Chadwick  said.  Results 
of  the  lab  tests  are  expected  in  the  next  month,  he 
said. 

In  addition,  specialists  have  been  engaged  to  make 
mathematical  analysis  of  three  or  four  sections  across 
the  dam  to  see  what  the  stresses  were,  particularly 
across  the  key  trench.  That  trench,  70  feet  deep  and 
30  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  was  designed  to  cut  off 
seepage  through  the  foundation  rock.  It  ran  from  the 
top  of  the  dam  down  both  sides  through  the  middle 
to  about  two-thirds  of  the  distance  to  the  river. 

Chadwick  said  the  latest  meeting  was  spent  sorting 
and  picking  out  data  with  the  greatest  relevance.  But 
he  said  a  great  amount  of  information  remains  to  be 
assimilated. 

Career  center 
helps  students 

Any  student  or  prospective  student  having  a 
problem  but  not  knowing  where  to  go  for  help  is 
welcome  at  the  Personal  and  Career  Services  Center, 
D-268  ASB. 

Formed  in  January  by  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks  to  help 
alleviate  hassles  and  red  tape  that  often  beleaguer 
students,  the  center  functions  as  a  hub  for  all 
counseling  services  on  campus,  according  to  Jo  Ann 
Huff,  secretary  to  director  Richard  Heaps. 

Staff  members  are  on  hand  from  8  a.m,  to  5  p.m. 
Monday  through  Friday  to  interview  students  and 
refer  them  to  the  proper  service.  These  initial  “intake 
interviews”  provide  the  center  with  an  idea  of  exactly 
what  the  student  needs,  thus  accommodating  the  best 
solution  for  the  individual,  said  Miss  Huff.  She  said 
the  student  can  usually  see  an  interviewer  in  less  than 
10  minutes. 

Counseling  services  range  from  aptitude  and 
interest  testing,  career  planning  and  class  scheduling 
to  marriage  and  personal  counseling.  The  center  is  in 
contact  with  virtually  every  service  on  campus,  she 
said. 

Once  the  most  helpful  service  is  selected,  the 
Personal  and  Career  Services  staff  member  will  make 
arrangements  for  an  interview  for  the  student  and 
give  the  student  a  card  reminding  him  of  the  exact 
time  and  place  of  his  appointment. 

The  center  keeps  a  record  of  this  and  follows  up  on 
appointments  and  problems. 

Participation  in  the  program  is  growing,  she  said. 


Work  is  under  way  to  clear  away  the  dam’s  rubble 
from  the  abutment  so  the  rock  joint  system  can  be 
studied  to  determine  if  any  channels  might  have 
allowed  water  to  move  through  the  dam,  causing 
erosion  that  would  contribute  to  the  failure,  he  said.

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  -  In  California,  the  richest 
plum  in  the  presidential  campaign,  the  race  for  45 
electoral  votes  is  too  close  to  call,  insiders  in  both 
party  organizations  say. 


“If  the  election  were  held  today  we’d  lose,”  says 
state  Atty.  Gen  Evelle  Younger,  a  leader  in  the  Ford 
drive.  “But  we  are  gaining.  I  predict  the  winner  will 
have  less  than  5 1  per  cent  and  the  loser,  more  than  49 
per  cent.” 


#  After  Frolics  or  the  Dance 
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Neither  party  effort  has  visibly  caught  on  with 
California  voters.  But  Democrat  Jimmy  Carter’s  lead 
of  15  to  20  percentage  points  in  polls  a  month  ago  is 
down  to  6  points  in  one  poll  and  4  in  another. 

The  '  registration  numbers  favor  Carter,  while 
President  Ford  has  the  stronger  campaign 
organization. 

Democrats  outnumber  Republicans  by  1.8  million, 
and  three  new  Democrats  have  been  registering  for 
every  new  Republican  over  the  last  four  months. 

Most  Democratic  efforts  since  the  presidential 
conventions  have  gone  into  that  registration  drive, 
which  could  give  Democrats  a  2  million  voter 
majority  —  about  5.5  million  to  3.5  million 
Republicans. 

But  most  of  the  political  activity  so  far  -  the  mass 
telephonings,  precinct  walks  and  mailings  —  has  been 
in  the  Republican  camp. 

The  “Republican  Unity”  campaign,  an  appeal  to 
vote  a  straight  ticket  from  Ford  down  through  state 
Assembly  candidates,  has  been  under  way  several 
weeks.'

Carter  campaign  organizers  are  still  vague  about 
how  many  local  headquarters  or  telephone  banks  will 
be  opened,  or  where. 

But  neither  Ford  nor  Carter  has  a  strong 
constituency  of  his  own  in  the  nation’s  largest  state. 

The  outcome  in  California  very  likely  will  depend 
on  two  losers  in  the  presidential  derby:  Gov.  Edmund 
G.  Brown  Jr.  and  former  Gov.  Ronald  Reagan. 

So  far,  Brown,  a  3-1  winner  over  Carter  in  the 
California  primary,  has  played  a  more  active  role  in 
the  Carter  campaign  than  Reagan  has  for  Ford.  But 
Reagan  delivered  to  Ford  a  campaign  structure  with 
roots  down  to  the  precinct  level. 

Reagan  sent  mailgrams  to  his  58  county  chairman, 
asking  them  to  support  Ford.  His  state  co-chairman, 
Mike  Curb,  followed  up  with  personal  telephone  calls 
and  told  each  county  chairman:  “We’re  not  kidding. 
We  mean  it.  Get  on  board.” 

Fifty-seven  of  the  58  now  are  county  co-chairman 
for  Ford. 

T  here  is  no  comparable  organization  which  Brown, 
or  any  other  California  Democrat,  can  turn  over  to 
Carter. 

“We  don’t  have  an  ongoing  organization  that  is 
available  to  particular  candidates.  We  have  to  organize 
anew  each  election,”  said  Gray  Davis,  Brown’s  chief 
of  staff  and  closest  political  adviser. 

“The  Republican  party  has  always  maintained 
organizational  strength  in  California,  which  in  relative 
terms  is  much  greater  than  the  Democratic  party. 
Activists  in  the  Democratic  party  tend  to  organize 
around  a  candidate,  rather  than  around  a  party,”  he 


Brown  has  traveled  two  days  in  California  with 
Carter  and  praised  the  former  Georgia  governor.  And 
Brown  has  agreed  to  campaign  four  days  for  Carter  in 
New  Jersey,  Oregon  and  Pennsylvania. 

So  far,  Reagan  has  only  joint  personal  appearance 
planned  with  the  President  and  has  promised  to 
appear  for  Ford  in  1 1  other  states. 

But  praise  of  Reagan’s  behind-the-scenes  work  is 
offered  with  enthusiasm  by  Ford  backers,  while  there 
is  restraint  in  comments  by  Carter  leaders  about 
Brown. 

One  newspaper  columnist  quoted  Brown  as 
replying  “good”  when  told  Carter’s  campaign  was  in 
disarray.  Brown  vehemently  denies  the  quote,  but  the 
story  persists. 

No  one  contends  Brown  and  Carter  are  friends,  just 
as  few  believe  Reagan  and  Ford  are  close.  But  Brown 
has  cultivated  a  reputatipn  as  a  maverick,  while 
Reagan  is  a  party  loyalist.  And  for  Reagan,  who  will 
soon  be  66,  there  is  no  political  tomorrow.  Brown  is 
38. 

“I  don’t  think  Brown  is  going  to  give  more  than  lip 
service  to  Carter,  because  the  best  way  for  Brown  to 
ultimately  become  president  is  for  Carter  to  be 
defeated,”  said  Republican  party  vice  chairman  Mike 
Montgomery. 

But  the  consensus  is  that  Brown  is  helping,  and 
Carter’s  campaign  is  fumbling  independently  of 
anything  Brown  does. 

But,  the  built-in  registration  advantage  for  Carter  is 
great.  And,  with  limited  funds,  there  is  only  so  much 
that  either  campaign  can  do. 

Ford  has  allocated  $150,000  for  his  California 
campaign.  The  state  party  is  putting  up  $50,000 
more.

St.  Rita  pupils  appeared  before  the 
council  Tuesday  to  urge  that  Sanders 
be  allowed  to  stay  on  the  job.  Council 


members  agreed  to  study  the  matter. 

“I  just  don’t  think  it’s  fair  to  make  a 
person  quit  because  he’s  not  young 
anymore,”  Dee  Ann  said.  “It  would  be 
different  if  he  weren’t  in  good  health 
or  if  he  missed  days  or  something,  but 
he  hasn’t.” 

Council  members  were  told  that 
Sanders  has  missed  only  three  days  of 
work  in  1 1  years. 

Rosie  Aguirre,  daughter  of  former 
councilman  Pedro  Aguirre,  said,  “I’m 
always  being  told  that  I’m  too  young 
to  do  this  and  that.  Now,  Mr.  Sanders 
is  being  told  he’s  too  old. 

‘‘It’s  very  difficult  for  us  to 
understand  why  anyone  should  put  an 


age  limit  on  life,”  added  Rosie,  a  fifth 
grader  at  the  parochial  school. 

Two  years  ago,  the  city  set  a  policy 
requiring  crossing  guards  to  retire  at 
75.  Thbse  who  were  75  were  given  two 
years’  notice.  About  35  other  crossing 
guards  are  in  the  same  situation  as 
Sanders. 

Councilman  John  Leedom  told  the 
children  that  the  council  cannot  take 
part  in  the  day-to-day  operation  of  city 
administrative  matters,  but  he  offered  a 
resolution  urging  City  Manager  George 
Schrader  to  look  into  the  matter  and 
see  if  an  exception  can  be  made.

The  BYU  and  Wyoming  football  teams  have  a  lot  in 
common  these  days,  and  that’s  what  makes 
Saturday’s  crucial  1:30  p.m.  showdown  in  Provo  so 
interesting. 

Both  schools  are  coming  off  victories  against 
traditionally  strong  football  teams.  The  Pokes 
stunned  Arizona  State  13-10  last  Saturday,  while 
BYU  was  shutting  out  San  Diego  State  8-0. 

BYU  and  Wyoming  both  sport  3-1  records  and  both 
teams  have  compiled  their  records  on  the  strength  of 
tough  defenses. 

Neither  team  has  exhibited  much  consistency  on 
offense,  but  both  squads  have  come  up  with  the  big 
play  to  score  points  and  win  ball  games. 

Perhaps  most  important,  both  the  Cougars  and 
Pokes  realize  that  a  win  Saturday  afternoon  will  put 
them  in  the  WAC  driver’s  seat. 

Sizing  up  the  situation,  Wyoming  head  Coach  Fred 
Akers,  said,  “Man,  it’s  great  to  have  Arizona  State  out 
of  the  way,  but  there  is  certainly  no  relief  in  sight, 
especially  this  week  with  Brigham  Young.” 

BYU  isn’t  taking  the  surprising  Pokes  lightly  either. 

“We’re  excited,”  Coach  LaVell  Edwards  said.  “It’s 
a  big  game  for  us.”  Then  he  added,  “We  knew  they 
had  a  good  team.” 

Homecoming 

An  overflow  crowd  is  expected  for  the  contest, 
which  is  also  BYU’s  homecoming  game.  The  crowd 
won’t  be  disappointed  if  the  game  develops  into  the 
close  defensive  battle  most  coaches  and  writers  are 
expecting. 

“The  Cougars  are  the  best  defensive  team  we’ll  face 
this  year,”  Akers  said.  “They  have  shut  down  some 
pretty  good  offenses  So  far  this  season.” 


Akers  is  also  impressed  with  his  own  team’s 
defense.  “I  have  never  seen  any  better  defensive 
P  ..formances  than  we  have  had  the  past  two  weeks,” 
he  added. 

Edwards  also  expects  a  hard-fought  defensive  game. 
He  also  has  confidence  in  his  defense. 

Wishbone 

Commenting  on  the  wishbone  offense  that  the 
Pokes  use,  Edwards  said,  “Traditionally  we  have  done 
well  against  the  wishbone.  We’re  very  proud  of  our 
defense.” 

The  Cougars  have  done  well  against  any  kind  of 
offense  so  far  this  season.  They  have  yielded  only 
four  touchdowns,  all  as  the  result  of  offensive 
turnovers.  No  team  has  driven  the  field  on  them  and 
none  of  the  TDs  came  in  the  second  half. 

Wyoming  has  allowed  only  five  touchdowns  and 
has  tightened  up  when  the  other  team  has  been  in 
scoring  position.  No  team  has  scored  on  them  in 
either  the  first  or  third  quarters. 

It’s  no  wonder  then,  that  both  teams  see  offense 
has  the  key  to  this-  game.  Akers  is  worried  about 
consistency  on  offense,  while  Edwards  said  he  thinks 
the  Cougars  need  to  establish  the  line  of  scrimmage. 

Both  squads  have  had  the  big  plays  when  they 
needed  them.  Akers  seems  a  little  bit  more  concerned 
about  this  kind  of  offense  than  Edwards. 

The  Pokes  run  a  wishbone  offense  and  this  requires 
that  a  team  controls  the  ball. 

“A  team  cannot  live  on  big  plays,”  Akers  said. 
“Offensively  we  are  going  to  have  to  improve  bur 
passing;  not  the  big  plays,  but  our  consistency.” 

Wyoming  thinks  it  has  found  a  solution  to  its 
running  game  in  fullback  Robbie  Wright,  who  piled 
up  109  yards  on  19  carries  against  Arizona  State.

Shaky  bullpen 
for  NL  Reds 


CINCINNATI  (AP)  -  The  Cincinnati 
Reds,  who  proved  a  year  ago  that 
pitching  isn’t  everything,  try  to  do  it 
again— this  time  in  shakier  shape. 

Heading  into  their  fifth  National 
League  playoff  in  seven  years,  the  Reds 
find  themselves  in  a  familiar  spot.  They 
figure  to  go  as  far  as  their  power  and 
slick  defense  can  take  them. 

The  problems  started  early,  with  ace 
left-hander  Don  Gullett  missing  most 
of  the  season  with  a  recurring  shoulder 
problem.  Now  that  Gullett  appears 
ready,  veteran  right-hander  Jack 
Billingham,  12-10,  suffered  an  arm 
injury  in  the  season  finale  that  could 
bite  deeply  into  Cincinnati’s 
already-thin  starting  staff. 

The  best-of-five  series  opens 
Saturday  with  the  first  two  games  at 
Philadelphia,  before  shifting  to 
Cincinnati  Tuesday. 

A  bullpen  that  played  a  key  role  in 
last  year’s  world  championship  has 
been  shaky,  almost  a  one-man  force. 
Rawly  Eastwick  continued  his 
sensational  relief  work,  winning  1 1  of 
16  decisions,  saving  26  games  while 
compiling  the  best  ERA  on  the  club,  a

MacNeil  said  he  believed  the  way  to 
avoid  letting  guests  get  away  with 
oversimplifications  or  falsehoods  is  to 
present  viewers  with  “enough  points  of 
view  and  facts  to  show  how  deep  the 
issue  may  be  and  let  them  draw  their 
own  conclusions.”

Both  are  Los  Angeles 
radio  veterans  who  since  1968  have  conducted  a 
morning  radio  show  on  station  KFI  here. 

Sometimes  on  that  show  they  play  records.  Other 
times,  they  do  things  like  promise  around-the-world 
trips  to  everyone  in  the  audience,  or  run  a  soap  opera 
they  call  “  ‘Light  of  My  Life,’  winner  of  the  Heisman 
Trophy.”  There  are  a  lot  of  those  other  times. 

When  I  first  saw  their  TV  show,  it  initially  seemed 
just  another  Merv  Griffin  imitation.  The  stars  sat  in 
upholstered  chairs  and  talked  with  their  guest,  Martha 
Raye.  She  giggled,  they  sang. 

Then  she  got  serious.  She  spoke  of  a  new 
avant-garde  movie  she’d  just  made  with  a  French 
genius.  Said  it  was  full  of  symbolism  and  marked  a 
new  artistic  direction  in  her  career. 

Her  hosts  nodded  gravely.  They  ran  the  film.  It 
indeed  appeared  made  by  a  French  genius.  That  is, 
until  a  symbolic  gorilla  popped  out  of  the  bushes  and 
chased  Miss  Raye  around. 

She  symbolically  hit  the  beast  in  the  kisser  with  a 
custard  pie. 

Later,  the  hosts  gravely  referred  to  “Celebrity 
Westling.”  It  starred  the  Masked  Moron  as  chief 
villain. 


Then  Lohman  and  Barkley  said  Miss  America,  their 
special  guest,  was  going  to  appear.  She  didn’t. 
Lohman  forgot  to  invite  her.  So  they  got  a  bald,  fat 
man  with  a  moustache  from  the  audience. 

He  sat  in  for  Miss  America.  They  serenaded  him 
with  “The  Impossible  Dream”  and  missed  the  high 
note  at  the  end. 

The  hour  closed  when  the  stars  profusely  thanked 
their  audience,  spoke  of  love  and  got  many  hits  in  the 
face  with  custard  pies. 

Next  week’s  show  wasn’t  as  good.  Its  best  act  was  a 
man  called  “The  Frank  Sinatra  of  France.”  He  got  so 
carried  away  with  a  Gallic  love  song  he  severely 
stabbed  himself  with  a  rubber  knife. 

But  consider,  consider  that  Lohman  had  taken  a 
$100,000  bribe  from  the  mob  to  “throw  the  show” 
and  boost  a  competitor’s  ratings.

Opera  refuses 
blind  baritone 


OAKLAND,  Calif.  (AP)  -  “I’m  not  a  freak,”  insists 
John  di  Francesco,  an  opera  singer  who  can’t  find  a 
job  singing  because  he  is  blind. 

Di  Francesco’s  credentials  are  excellent  -  he 
teaches  music  at  the  California  School  for  the  Blind 
in  Berkeley,  studied  under  the  legendary  Boris 
Goldovsky  and  Enrico  Rosati  and  was  a  protege  of 
the  famous  Enzio  Pinza. 

In  addition,  he  can  sing  in  four  languages  and 
knows  60  operatic  roles  by  heart.  But  he  finds  it 
impossible  to  use  his  deep  baritone  in  professional 
appearances. 

“I  won’t  name  names,”  he  says,  “but  there  are 
noted  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  conductors  who  have 
refused  to  let  me  sing  with  them  because  they  feel 
they  can’t  direct  me.  They  feel  I’m  out  of  their 
control.  They’re  very  jealous  of  their  power.” 

Di  Francesco,  who  was  blinded  at  the  age  of  two  by 
meningitis,  began  taking  piano  lessons  in  braille  five 
years  later  at  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind  in 
Watertown,  Mass. 

“By  the  time  I  got  to  high  school,  the,  music 
teachers  knew  I  had  talent,”  he  remembers.  When  He 
enrolled  in  Goldovsky’s  opera  class  at  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music,  he  ran  into  problems. 

“He  said  he  couldn’t  work  with  a  blind  student,”  di 
Francesco  said.  But  when  his  trial  period  was  over, 
the  great  teacher  has  learned  to  adapt  to  his  pupil. 

Di  Francesco  does  sing  regularly  with  the  San 
Francisco  Bach  Choir.  Those  conductors  “have  no 
qualms  about  my  singing,”  he  says.

BROADVIEW,  IU.  (AP)  -  A  man  who  mints 
campaign  buttons  by  the  millions  says  business  has 
fallen  off  sharply,  and  he  pins  the  blame  on  new 
campaign  finance  laws. 

Frank  Sitzberger,  presdient  of  Adcraft 
Manufacturing  Co.,  said  Wednesday  that  he’s  turning 
out  far  fewer  of  the  colorful  discs  this  fall  than  in  any 
recent  presidential  campaign. 

The  problem  this  year  is  that  both  President  Ford 
and  Democratic  challenger  Jimmy  Carter  accepted 
tax-supported  federal  funding  for  their  campaigns,  he 
said  in  an  interview. 

“They’ve  only  got  $28.1  million  apiece,  and  they’re 
going  to  spend  that  on  television,  not  on  buttons, 
pamphlets  or  the  other  traditional  stuff,”  Sitberzer 
said. 

He  said  Ford  and  Carter  have  ordered  one  million 
buttons  each  from  his  firm,  compared  with  the  17 
million  discs  that  were  made  for  Richard  Nixon’s 
1972  campaign  effort. 

Sitzberger  believes  the  buttons  are  valuable  because 
they  stimulate  political  discussions. 

“You  don’t  see  the  button,  you  don’t  get  the 
discussion  and  the  issues  don’t  get  aired,”  he  said. 
“It’s  as  simple  as  that.” 

Sitzberger,  whose  firm  has  been  making  buttons 
since  1919,  says  he  considers  a  few  as  masterpieces. 

“  ‘I  like  Ike,’  that  got  him  elected,”  he  said  of  the 
1952  button  for  late  President  Dwight  Eisenhower. 
“All  The  Way  With  L.B.J.’  1964  was  a  great  one.” 

He  added  that  the  button  business  was  much  better 
during  this  year’s  primary  campaigns  “when  there 
were  about  1 2  candidates,  Ronald  Reagan  was 
coming  on  strong  and  no  one  knew  who  Carter  was.”

IRS 
figures  show  $41,000  in 
taxes  were  collected 
from  Utah  residents  who 
won  money  fr  om 
gambling  last  year,  the 
News  said. 

The  News  reported 
that  more  tax  returns 
showing  gambling  wins 
were  returned  from  Utah 
than  from  any  other 
state  in  1974. 

The  News  quoted 
sources  as  saying  slot 
machines  are  used  in 
several  private  clubs. 

Last  year’s  figures 
show  Utah  was  tied  for 
third  in  the  nation  on 
money  collected  from  a 
$  5  0  0 , 000  occup  ational 
stamp. 

The  figures  also  show 
tax  collections  from 
coin-operated  gambling 
devices  in  Utah  were 
10th  highest  in  the 
nation,  it  reported. 

Ronald  Wise,  Utah 
director  of  IRS,  said, 
however,  those  figures 
may  be  misleading.  As  an 
example,  he  said  only 
five  people  in  New  York 
paid  the  occupational 
stamp  fee  and  none  paid 
taxes  for  winnings  from 
gambling  devices  last 
year.  The  newspaper  said 
while  Utah  laws  restrict 
gambling  there  are  ways 
to  circumvent  the  law. 

James  Barker  of  the 
Utah  Attorney  General’s 
Office  said  chance  games 
are  not  allowed,  but 
those  involving  skill  are. 
Barker  said  winners  of 
punchboards  are  allowed 
to  play  a  game  of 
checkers,  making  the 
game  one  of  skill  and 
therefore  legal.

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Third  party  candidate 
promotes  views  in  Utah 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  American 
party  presidential  candidate  Tom 
.Anderson,  who  Wednesday  night 
asserted  blacks  in  Rhodesia  and  South 
Africa  “are  right  out  of  the  tree,” 
stumped  in  Utah  Thursday  but  failed  in 
a  bid  to  confront  Democrat  Jimmy 
Carter  in  a  joint  news  conference. 

Carter  was  scheduled  for  an 
afternoon  appearance  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  while  Anderson  also  was  in  town. 
But  an  American  party  suggestion  that 
they  appear  jointly  for  a  news 
conference  was  not  relayed  to  the 
Democratic  presidential  candidate 
because,  a  Utah  Carter  aide  said,  he 
would  not  be  in  Utah  long  enough  to 
even  consider  it. 


Anderson  said  at  a  news  conference 
Thursday  Carter  could  only  have  lost 
votes  and  been  embarrassed  by  a  joint 
appearance.  Anderson  said  he  could 
have  shown  Carter’s  inconsistencies,  as 
he  said  others  have. 


Anderson  said  President  Ford  did  so 
in  Wednesday  night’s  debate  by 
pointing  out  that  Carter  criticized  the 
administration  for  not  being  strong  in 
defense  and  yet  would  cut  defense 
spending  by  $  1 5  billion. 

Anderson  said  it  did  not  matter 
whether  Carter  or  Ford  were  elected, 
because  they  were  both  “political 
animals.  Their  attitude  is  what  they 
have  to  do  to  gain.” 

After  the  news  conference,  Anderson 
made  a  public  address  during  the  noon 
hour  at  the  University  of  Utah.  It 
appeared  that  less  than  50  persons,  few 
of  them  college  age,  attended. 

Anderson  told  a  newswoman  after 
the  news  conference  he  would  sell  arms 
to  any  country  fighting  against 
Communism.  Asked  specifically, 
“Rhodesia  and  South  Africa,  to  keep 
Communists  from  coming  in  and 
arming  the  blacks,  and  I  would  sell 
arms  to  any  government  who  honestly 
is  opposing  a  takeover.” 


Anderson  was  critical  of  the  U.S.  role 
in  the  South  Africa  during  an 
appearance  Wednesday  night,  saying 
the  United  States  is  causing  a  blood 
bath,  rather  than  preventing  one. 

“There  would  be  no  blood  bath  there 
without  us.  I  have  been  in  both  of 
those  countries,  and  I  think  I 
understand  the  situation. 


“The  blacks  in  Rhodesia  and  South 
Africa  are  right  out  of  a  tree.  They’re 
not  comparable  to  our  blacks.  .  .they’re 
savages  and  they  practice  cannibalism 
and  witch  doctory,  and  have  no 
concept  under  the  sun  of  one-man, 
one-vote  democracy,”  said  Anderson. 

He  said  Thursday  he  would 
discontinue  arms  sales  to  Israel  and 
Arab  nations,  remaining  neutral. 

“The  Arab  nations  were  among  our 
best  friends  until  we  sided  so  heavily 
with  Israel.  Now  we  are  giving  to  Israel 
and  selling  to  the  Arabs,”  said 
Anderson.

'Scoop'  goofs 
on  prediction 
for  president

Sen.  Henry  Jackson,  once  a 
candidate  for  the  Democratic 
presidential  nomination,  says  he  made 
“a  goof’  when  he  predicted  President 
Ford  would  win  the  election  in 
-  November. 

The  senator  from  Washington,  one  of 
the  hopefuls  who  lost  the  Democratic 
nomination  to  Jimmy  Carter  in  the 
Democratic  nomination  race  this  year, 
said  in  an  interview  broadcast 
Wednesday  by  radio  station  WICC,  “I 
think  Ford’s  going  to  win.  I  think  he 
reached  the  bottom  when  the  debates 
were  concluded.”

Thursday  and  telephoned  the  station 
from  Washington,  D.C.  The  remark,  he 
said,  was  “a  slip  of  the  tongue  and  let’s 
just  charge  it  up  to  one  of  those 
campaign  goofs.

Chinese  on  edge, 
says  Y  professor 


The  death  of  MaoTse-tung  has  little 
outward  affect  on  the  people  of  China 
but  did  leave  the  country’s  leadership 
in  a  tense,  apprehensive  state,  said  a 
BYU  professor  who  was  in  Peking  at 
the  time  of  Mao’s  funeral. 

Dr.  Paul  Hyer,  who  holds  a  dual 
appointment  in  the  History  and  Asian 
Studies  Departments,  was  in  China 
after  attending  a  world  conference  of 
inner-Asia  specialists. 

“The  loss  of  Mao  was  immediately 
obvious  among  the  leaders,”  Dr.  Hyer 
said.  “They  were  deeply  distressed,  and 
I  think  tense  and  anxious  about  what 
the  future  might  hold.” 

Dr.  Hyer  explained  that  these  were 
the  people  who  stood  to  lose  their  jobs 
or  have  a  change  in  assignment  or 
status  with  any  governmental  changes. 

“Among  the  people,  it  wasn’t 
obviously  apparent,”  observed  Dr. 
Hyer.  “They  were  in  the  fields  working 
and  going  about  business  as  usual.  It 
was  a  relaxed  atmosphere.” 

Although  he  expects  some 
turbulence  in  the  wake  of  Mao’s  death, 
Dr.  Hyer  said  he  feels  China  will  not 
undergo  any  significant  changes. 

“Mao  was  a  symbol  of  an  ideology,  a 


way  to  build  a  nation,  a  waij 
that  was  deeply  rooted  and 
felt,”  Dr.  Hyer  said,  “and  il 
likely  to  change.”

That  wiE  raise  a  person’s  maximum 
Social  Security  tax  from  $895.95  this 
year  to  $965.25  next  year.  An

The  maximum  Social  Security  tax  on 
the  self-employed  will  rise  to 
$1,303.50  next  year,  compared  with 
the  maximum  $1,208.70  this  year. 

The  higher  rates  go  into  effect  Jan.  1. 

The  government  has  good  news  for 
retirees.  About  1.3  millionSocial 
Security  retirees  will  be  able  to  earn 
$3,000  next  year  without  reducing  the 
size  of  their  Social  Security  checks. 
The  limit  this  year  is  $2,760. 

After  earning  $3,000,  they  then  wEl 
lose  $1  in  Social  Security  checks  wiE 
not  be  reduced  in  any  month  in  which 
outside  earnings  do  not  exceed  $250, 
however. 

The  increase  in  the  taxable  wage  base 
wiE  produce  an  additional  $2.3  bElion 
for  Social  Security  next  year. 

Social  Security  Commissioner  James 
B.  ' Cardwell  said  the  increase  was 
required  by  law  to  keep  pace  with  the 
rise  in  average  wages.  The  increase  in 
tax  revenue  can  occur  only  after  a  year 
in  which  there  was  an:  automatic 
increase  in  Social  Security  benefits. 
Benefits  rose  6.4  per  cent  earlier  this 
year. 

The  Social  Security  tax  rate  of  5.85 
per  cent  each  on  employes  and 
employers  wiE  not  change  next  year. 
That  means  a  person  earning  less  than 
$15,300  this  year  and  next  year  wiE 
not  be  affected  by  the  higher  wage 
base. 

“In  return  for  the  increase  in  taxes,” 
Cardwell  said,  “these  affected  workers 
wiE  have  greater  protection  because  a 
larger  amount  of  their  earnings  wiE  be 
credited  toward  benefits  than  before.”

Former  senator 
criticizes  Ford 
on  1974  pardon 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  Former  Sen.  Sam 
Ervin,  D-N.C.,  says  he  thinks  President  Ford  “should 
have  waited”  until  the  Watergate  special  prosecutor’s 
investigation  was  completed  before  pardoning  former 
President  Richard  Nixon. 

“An  innocent  party  doesn’t  need  a  pardon,  only 
the  guilty  need  it,”  he  said. 

Ervin,  chairman  of  the  Senate  Watergate 
Committee  in  1973,  discussed  the  pardon  briefly 
after  addressing  about  150  University  of  Utah 
students  Wednesday  night. 

Ervin  told  the  students,  “I  entreat  you  not  to  let 
anything  on  this  side  of  the  grave  interfere  with  your 
learning.”  He  urged  students  to  involve  themselves  in 
the  political  process.  Failure  to  do  so  ensures  “bad 
government,”  he  said. 

After  his  speech,  Ervin  said  it  “would  be  a  healthy 
thing”  if  the  Kennedy  assassination  probe  were 
reopened.  He  said  he  believed  the  findings  of  the 
Warren  Commission  but  that  many  other  Americans 
did  not.

Lefties  short-changed 
among  'over-righteous' 


On  the  surface,  the  idea  of 
unionizing  the  American  military 
sounds  reasonable. 

Maj.  Ernest  Boyer,  assistant  professor 
of  Military  Science  at  BYU,  said  the 
idea  applies  only  to  low-ranking 
enlistees  trained  in  skilled  positions. 
This  includes  electricians,  carpenters, 
plumbers  and  such  in  the  service. 

Boyer  said  that  a  skilled  worker  in 
the  service  cannot  get  union 
recognition  when  he  enters  civilian  life. 
This  means  that  to  follow  his 
profession,  he  must  start  training  anew 
at  a  union-recognized  school. 

A  proposed  solution  to  the  problem 
is  that  the  worker  join  with  the 
AFL-CIO  while  in  the  service. 

It’s  easy  to  see  why  a  single-term 
enlistee  would  want  his  training  to 
enable  him  to  work  in  civilian  life 
without  the  hassle  of  retraining.  At  the 
same  time,  it’s  clear  that  the  unions 
would  like  the  power  that  an  extension 
into  the  military  would  give  them. 

But  there  are  also  some  good  reasons 
why  it  wouldn’t  work. 

According  to  Boyer,  the  military 
technician  is  trained  to  work  under 
circumstances  and  pressures  his  civilian 
counterpart  never  feels.  Of  necessity, 
expediency  is  the  rule,  and  he  must 
learn  to  improvise  and  do  his  work

Unfortunately,  myths  seem  to  be 
rising  in  popularity  at  BYU.  The  most 
popular  myth  seems  to  be  about  BYU 
and  LDS  Church  statistics. 

For  example,  how  many  times  have 
you  heard  a  sun-tanned  Southern 
Californian  sporting  a  University  of 
California  T-shirt  declare  proudly: 
“Half  of  all  BYU  students  are  from 
California”; 

However,  that’s  just  not  true.  It  does 
not  even  come  close  to  the  truth. 
According  to  statistics  compiled  by  the 
Office  of  Institutional  Research,  there 
were  4,964  Californians  on  campus  last 
winter  semester.  That  represented  19.6 
per  cent  of  the  student  body-a  far  cry 
from  50  per  cent. 

Interestingly  enough,  there  were 
8,122  students  from  Utah  on  campus, 
or  about  32.1  per  cent.  Students  from 
Utah  County  alone  totaled  4,201, 
coming  close  to  the  number  from  the 
Golden  State. 

Another  statistic  BYU  Californians 
seem  fond  of  flaunting  is  their  claim 
there  are  more  Latter-day  Saints  in 


California  now  than  in  Utah.  Again 
they  are  wrong. 

According  to  the  1975  Church 
Almanac,  there  were  757,100  Mormons 
in  Utah  in  1970.  By  1980,  the  Church 
projects  a  membership  of  927,000  in 
the  Beehive  State.

Some  time  back  I  tried  to  remove 
mine  and  found  that  it  would  not  come 
off.  Neither  scrubbing  with  hot  water 
nor  with  strong  chemicals  worked. 
Nevertheless,  I  was  able  to  remove  the 
sticker  and  most  of  its  contact  cement 
by  scraping  for  more  than  an  hour  with 
a  paint  scraper.  I  have  followed  this 
procedure  for  the  past  two  or  three 
years.  This  year  I  decided  to  try 
something  new.  Instead,  I  left  a  small 
part  of  the  sticker  loose  to  eventually 
aid  me  in  its  removal.  Since  then,  I 
have  learned  that  this  is  improper 
display  of  the  parking  permit. 

I  am  ready  to  start  scraping  once 
again,  but  I  am  convinced  there  must 
be  a  better  procedure  in  removing  these 
permits.  A  procedure  that  would  not 
require  excessive  time  or  be  damaging 
to  the  vehicle  should  be  available.
